Commencement  speaker  Donald  C.  Johanson.  who  is 
curator  of  physical  anthropology  and  director  of  scientific 
research  at  the  Cleveland  Museum  of  Natural  History, 
told  the  graduates  that  cooperation  is  the  key  to  human 
survival.  The  title  of  his  address  was   The  Human 
Career— An  Anthropologists  View," 

Speaking  of  the  human  career  as  the  record  of  man 
since  prehistoric  times  until  the  present,  Johanson  pointed 
out  that  from  studies  of  the  fossil  record,  some  early 
beings  failed,  such  as  the  ape-men  who  became  extinct 
after  a  million  years.  Homo  Sapiens,  on  the  other  hand, 
was  able  to  survive  because  of  the  development  of 
cultural  traditions    The  loss  of  cultural  traditions."  he 
said,  "will  ultimately  destroy  the  human  race," 

Dr.  Johanson  is  well  known  to  the  Sweet  Briar  com- 
munity asaWinterTerm  Visiting  Lecturer  in  Anthropology.

TELEVISION  AND 

PUBLIC  AFFAIRS  was  the  theme  of  a  symposium 

held  at  Sweet  Briar  in  April  that  featured  CBS  Morning 

News  Anchorwoman  Lesley  Stahl,  WSET-TV  (Lynchburg) 

Anchorman  Stan  Jayson,  and  Sweet  Briar  faculty 

members. 

The  program  examined  the  influence  of  television  on 
our  attitudes,  perceptions,  and  behavior,  focusing  on  one 
particularly  crucial  area  of  television  broadcasting— news 
and  public  affairs  programs  The  program  began  with  a 
brief  introduction  to  the  subject,  with  members  of  Sweet 
Briar's  faculty  in  the  humanities  raising  public  policy 
questions  related  to  the  presentation  of  news  and  com- 
paring television  coverage  in  European  state-operated 
systems  with  coverage  in  the  U.S. 

Michael  D.  Richards,  associate  professor  of  history, 
opened  the  program  with  some  remarks  on  "Television 
and  the  Shaping  of  Culture,"  followed  by  a  brief  informal 
panel  discussion  moderated  by  Glenn  J.  Van  Treese, 
associate  professor  of  French.  Humanities  faculty  mem- 
bers contributing  their  informed  comments  were  Nancy 
B.  Cromey,  assistant  professor  of  French  and  Italian, 
F.  Rodman  Ganser,  assistant  professor  of  Spanish.  Milan 


E.  Hapala,  professor  of  government,  and  Ronald  E. 
Horwege,  assistant  professor  of  German. 

Lesley  Stahl  spoke  on  "Professional  and  Ethical 
Choices  Facing  the  Television  Journalist,  and  Stan 
Jayson  then  spoke  on  "Television  and  the  Community." 

Ms  Stahl.  who  is  familiar  to  many  morning  television 
viewers,  is  a  1963  Weaton  College  graduate  She  joined 
CBS  News  Washington  bureau  as  a  reporter  in  April  1972. 

According  to  John  Savarese.  assistant  professor  of 
English,  who  was  director  of  the  project,  "Television  is 
writing  and  interpreting  current  history  with  a  power 
never  tapped  before.  It  can  serve  as  a  valuable  watchdog 
in  many  areas,  but  it  is  subject  to  subtle  influences  be- 
cause of  the  need  to  attract  large  audiences  and  adver- 
tising revenue   While  we  are  careful  to  preserve  the 
tradition  of  a  free  press,  we  must  not  rely  entirely  on 
television  to  serve  as  an  objective  critic  of  its  own  activ- 
ities and  policies.  " 

The  program  was  sponsored  by  the  Honors  Committee 
and  Lectures  Committee  of  Sweet  Briar  and  the  Virginia 
Foundation  for  the  Humanities  and  Public  Policy,  an 
affiliate  of  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities.

In  goal  was  Nancy  Siedlarz  displaying 
some  of  the  most  excellent  stickwork  ever  witnessed  at 
Sweet  Briar  Her  dazzling  saves  drew  breathtaking  sighs 
and  many  oohsandahsfrom  the  spellbound  spectators.  . 

The  high-spirited  tone  of  this  journalism  is  typical  of 
articles  appearing  on  the  sports  page  of  the  Sweet  Briar 
News  this  year.  The  lacrosse  team,  victorious  here  against 
Randolph-Macon  Woman  s  College,  went  on  to  produce 
a  4-6  record  against  very  strong  teams  in  the  state  and 
sent  two  players— junior  Mary  Cowell  of  Delaware  and 
sophomore  Pam  Koehler  of  New  Jersey— to  play  in  the 
South  Regional  Tournament  at  Goucher  College  in  Mary- 
land on  May  13  and  14th. 

The  lacrosse  team  was  not  the  only  varsity  team  to 
do  well  this  year.  In  hockey,  swimming,  track,  and  tennis, 
Sweet  Briar  teams  did  well  in  state  or  regional  and  — in 
the  case  of  the  riding  team  — national  competitions. 
Several  players  from  the  hockey  team,  which  along  with 
lacrosse  is  coached  by  Jennifer  Crispen,  went  to  the 
regional  and  national  hockey  competitions.  Coach  Crispen 
and  sophomore  True  Dow  of  Pennsylvania  were  selected 
to  play  in  the  Blue  Ridge  first  team,  representing  the 
western  district  of  Virginia  in  a  state  competition;  fresh- 
man Susan  Rowat  of  Cincinnati  and  sophomore  Martha 
Carey  of  Massachusetts  played  on  the  Blue  Ridge  second 
team,  Dow  and  Crispen  went  on  to  play  on  the  Southeast 
Regional  team,  competing  at  the  National  Hockey  Tour- 
nament in  the  fall.  The  teams  of  both  players  were  national 
champion  runners-up  in  their  divisions. 

The  Cinderella  team  of  the  season  was  the  swimming 
and  diving  team  which  went  undefeated  in  the  divisional 
dual  meet  competition  and  won  the  Virginia  Small  College 
Swimming  Championship.  Aquatics  Director  Bonnie 
Jackson  says.    It  was  our  first  year,  and  we  thought  we  d 
be  lucky  to  win  even  one  meet— and  we  won  every  meet 
we  entered!  The  strength  of  the  team  was  in  the  dedica- 
tion and  enthusiasm  of  the  team  as  a  whole.    The  swim 
team,  coached  by  Jackson  and  by  diving  coach  Peter 
Daniel,  was  in  its  first  year  of  varsity  competition  follow- 
ing the  completion  of  a  new  6-lane,  25-meter  indoor 
swimming  pool,  the  Elizabeth  and  Charles  Prothro 
Natatorium. 

The  tennis  team,  coached  by  Marjorie  Beecher,  was 
ninth  of  25  schools  entered  in  the  State  Tennis  Cham- 
pionship. Freshman  Chris  Falcon  of  Palm  Beach  won  the 
Division  Consolation.  An  informally  organized  track  team 
did  surprisingly  well,  coming  in  2nd  and  3rd  place  in  two 
meets  sponsored  by  Lynchburg  College  Freshman 
Lucia  Miller  of  Buffalo,  New  York,  won  all  the  events  she 
entered,  including  the  high  jump,  the  long  jump,  the 
100-yard  dash,  and  the  220-yard  dash. 

The  talent  and  hard  work  of  students  and  faculty,  as 


well  as  the  enthusiastic  support  of  the  community,  con- 
tributed to  these  successes.  Senior  Cannie  Crysler,  who 
won  the  Athletic  Association  Award  for  Outstanding 
Contribution  to  Sports  and  who  has  played  four  years  of 
varsity  hockey  at  the  College,  wrote  in  the  Sweet  Briar 
News,   A  great  deal  has  been  accomplished  in  develop- 
ing the  hockey  team  s  abilities  with  the  professional 
approach  of  the  coach,  Jennifer  Crispen .  .   The  team  is 
much  more  committed  and  together  in  spirit  and  dedi- 
cated to  the  challenge  Crispen  presented  to  them .  .  . 
She  drills  us  constantly,  makes  us  want  to  work  and  says 
we  are  going  to  be  successful. ' 

Senior  Sally  Poison,  captain  of  the  victorious  swim 
team,  says  of  her  coach,  Bonnie  Jackson.   Her  dedication 
has  helped  us  to  get  where  we  are  now.  We  were  lucky  to 
have  her.  ■  For  both  Jackson  and  Crispen,  this  is  their 
first  year  on  the  Sweet  Briar  faculty.  Crispen,  educated 
at  the  University  of  Massachusetts  and  Smith  College,  is 
a  former  member  of  the  U.S.  Field  Hockey  Team  and 
currently  a  regional  hockey  player.  Before  coming  to 
Sweet  Briar,  she  served  as  a  coach  in  the  U.S.  Field 
Hockey  Olympic  Development  Program  and  as  a  staff 
member  of  the  U.S.  Coaches  Workshops  at  the  University 
of  Connecticut  and  Merestead.  Jackson  is  a  graduate  of 
Yale  University  and  Yale  Divinity  School,  where  she  was 
first  captain  of  the  Yale  Women's  varsity  swimming  team, 
Connecticut  AAU  Champion  in  the  100-yard  butterfly, 
and  coach  with  the  Yale  Swim  Club  and  Yale  Women's 
varsity  team.  .  -•  :•-  - 

Sweet  Briar's  riding  program  has  a  long-standing 
reputation  for  being  one  of  the  finest  collegiate  programs 
in  the  country,  so  it  is  perhaps  no  surprise  that  the  Riding 
Team  and  its  members  won  several  championships  and 
awards  this  year  Both  the  National  Riding  Committee 
(NRC)  of  the  American  Alliance  of  Health,  Physical 
Education,  and  Recreation  (AAHPER)  and  the  Associa- 
tion of  Intercollegiate  Athletics  for  Women  (AIAW)  spon- 
sor riding  championships,  and  the  Sweet  Briar  riding 
team  won  the  3-Phase  National  Championship  from  the 
former,  and  the  State  Riding  Championship  from  the 
latter  Outstanding  performers  were  freshman  Jamie 
Planck  of  Kentucky,  freshman  Anne  Sargeant  of  India- 
napolis, junior  Kathryn  Leonard  of  Alabama,  and  seniors 
Eve  Baskowitz  of  Missouri  and  Margaret  Richards  of 
Williamsburg. 

In  the  regional  competition  sponsored  by  the  Inter- 
collegiate Horse  Show  Association,  Sweet  Briar  was 
represented  by  Anne  Sargeant,  freshman  Frances  Major 
of  South  Carolina,  sophomore  Virginia  Paris  of  West 
Virginia,  and  senior  Anne  Jarrell  of  Atlanta.  Sargeant  was 
overall  Reserve  Champion  High  Point  Rider  for  Region 
IV.  Virginia  and  Fans  qualified  to  go  to  the  National 
Championships  held  at  Pennsylvania  State  on  May  6 

Sweet  Briar  riders  were  also  winners  at  a  number  of 
horse  trials  and  open  horse  shows  in  the  Lynchburg  and 
Charlottesville  area. 


VIRGINIA  DAY  at  Sweet  Briar  brought  alumnae  from 
all  over  the  state  to  the  campus  on  April  22  and  was  the 
occasion  for  presenting  the  Sweet  Briar  Distinguished 
Service  Award  to  former  board  chairman  Thomas  C. 
Boushall  of  Richmond. 

The  festivities  also  included  a  lecture  by  noted  ethno- 
logist Jane  Goodall,  the  Paint  and  Patches'  Spring  pro- 
duction, and  a  reception  at  the  Sweet  Briar  House 
Gardens. 

Among  the  many  distinguished  guests  on  hand  to 
honor  Mr.  Boushall  were  Mrs.  Anne  Gary  Taylor,  presi- 
dent emeritus  of  the  College;  Mills  E.  Godwin,  former 
governor  of  Virginia;  Lea  Booth,  vice  chairman  of  the 
Virginia  Foundation  for  Independent  Colleges;  and 
J.  Wilson  Newman,  former  chairman  of  Dun  and  Brad- 
street  and  former  chairman  of  Sweet  Briar's  board. 

In  presenting  the  award,  President  Whiteman  ex- 
plained that  "the  Sweet  Briar  Distinguished  Service  Award 
was  created  to  recognize  outstanding  contributions  to 
worthy  causes  outside  the  College  by  members  of  the 
■greater  Sweet  Briar  community.  "  The  award  has  been 
made  only  once  before,  in  1 975,  when  it  went  jointly  to 


Mrs.  Taylor  and  Martha  Lucas  Pate,  both  former  presi- 
dents of  Sweet  Briar. 

The  award  itself  consists  of  a  bronze  sculpture  of  an 
abstract  feminine  form,  which  stands  just  over  seven 
inches  high.  It  was  created  by  sculptor  Tom  Griscom  of 
Nashville,  Tenn.,  whose  daughter  Carrie  Griscom  is  a 
1977  graduate  of  Sweet  Briar. 

Boushall,  who  is  honorary  chairman  of  the  board  of 
the  Bank  of  Virginia,  was  the  bank's  first  president  and 
later  chairman  of  the  board  until  his  retirement  in  1966. 
He  has  served  both  public  and  private  education  in  the 
state  of  Virginia,  as  chairman  of  the  U.S.  Chamber  of 
Commerce  Committee  on  Education,  the  Virginia  Educa- 
tion Association,  the  Richmond  Bi-Racial  Committee,  the 
Citizen's  Federal  Committee  on  Education  of  the  U.S. 
Office  of  Education,  and  the  National  Citizens  Council 
for  Better  Schools. 

President  Whiteman  said  of  Mr.  Boushall  that  he  "is 
one  of  the  Commonwealth's  truly  distinguished  citizens. 
No  one  has  done  more  to  further  the  cause  of  education 
in  the  State. ' 


WHO  SUPPORTS 

SWEET  BRIAR?You  who  have  given  so  generously  to 
Sweet  Briar  will  be  interested  in  a  ten-year  financial 
summary  of  voluntary  support  for  the  College  for  the 
years  1967-77.  Statistics  show  that  during  those  years, 
while  Sweet  Briar  was  completing  a  successful  capital 
campaign  and  establishing  a  national  one-year  partici- 
pation record  for  alumnae  gifts  to  the  annual  fund,  that 
we  received  $15,900,000  in  voluntary  support,  exclusive 
of  a  wide  variety  of  government  grants  for  both  individual 
student  use  and  institutional  support  Sources  of  volun- 


tary support  can  be  summarized  as  follows: 

•  42%  from  alumnae 

•  35%  from  other  individuals 

•  18%  from  foundations,  including  major  grants  of  $10,000 
or  more  from  20  foundations,  of  which  the  Virginia 
Foundation  for  Independent  Colleges  has  been  the 
major  and  only  consistent  source 

•  2%  from  corporations,  including  major  grants  of  $10,000 
or  more  from  14  companies. 

Of  individual  and  foundation  gifts,  35%  were  in  the 
form  of  bequests  or  deferred  gifts. 


IF  PEOPLE  WERE 

CHIMPANZEES, they'd  have  been  hanging  from  the 
rafters  of  Babcock  Auditorium  on  April  20  to  hear  Jane 
Goodall  speak  to  an  overflow  audience  which  came  to 
learn  more  about  'our  closest  living  relatives."  It  was  an 
audience  that  already  knew  Dr.  Goodall  through  books 
and  television,  and  they  were  eager  to  hear  more  about 
the  activities  of  the  chimpanzee  inhabitants  of  the  Gombe 
Stream  Research  Centre  where  Dr  Goodall  has  been 
studying  primate  behavior  since  1960 

Dr.  Goodall  said  that  she  is  distressed  by  recent  dis- 
coveries that  chimps,  like  humans,  "share  our  violent 
behavior  patterns.  I've  always  thought  there  are  many 
similarities  between  chimps  and  humans,  but  that  chimps 
were  rather  nicer,  '  she  said.  But  recent  vicious  attacks 
and  killings  among  the  animals  she  has  been  studying 
show  chimps  are  just  as  violent  and  aggressive  as  people 

Perhaps  the  biggest  recent  development  in  the 
Gombe  Stream  study  was  the  birth  of  twins  six  months 
ago  to  the  chimp  Melissa,  Dr,  Goodall  said  this  is  probably 
the  first  record  of  twin  apes  being  born  in  the  wild  A  few 
sets  have  been  born  in  captivity,  she  added  The  twins 


face  a  stiff  test  of  survival  because  they  are  threatened  by 
two  cannibalistic  females  and  because  of  the  length  of 
time  that  the  babies  are  dependent  on  their  mother's  milk. 

Dr.  Goodall  said  the  African  studies  have  involved 
minimum  contact  between  chimps  and  humans.  She  drew 
laughter  from  the  crowd  when  she  said  that  the  chimps 
"treat  us  [  humans]  rather  like  inferior  baboons  ' 

President  Whiteman  announced  at  the  start  of  the 
lecture  that  Dr.  Goodall  and  her  husband.  Derek  Bryceson, 
a  member  of  the  Tanzanian  Parliament  and  director  of 
the  Tanzania  National  Parks,  who  also  taught  several 
seminars,  have  accepted  part-time  positions  on  the  Sweet 
Briar  College  faculty.  Through  the  generosity  of  a  Sweet 
Briar  alumna  and  her  husband,  Mr  and  Mrs.  John  A. 
Ewald,  Jr ,  of  Charlottesville.  Dr  Goodall  will  be  a  visiting 
lecturer  in  anthropology  for  a  few  days  each  spring  for 
the  next  four  years  and  her  husband  will  join  the  Colleges 
government  department  at  the  same  time  Dr,  Goodalls 
appearance  was  also  made  possible  through  arrange- 
ments with  the  L,S  B  Leakey  Foundation,  which  supports 
her  research.
